During the in- 
terval, the car has been idle, re 
presenting a lossto all oil and 
gasoline dealers, auto garages 
and service stations, and to the 
community as a wholey* tl 
statement says. 

“If, however. he need not see 
cure his license until the first 
day of April, he may run. his 
car throughout the winter, This 
means that the months of Jan- 
uary, February and Mareh 
would see as many Cars in use 
as do June, Juty and other sum- 
mer months. 

“Then too, the government 
would not need to reduce the 
price of licenses as they did last 
year, a decrease which caused

“To you who represent public opinion, I would say, nail your flag to the 
mast of the League. Make the will to peace stronger and more steadfast’ 
than the will to war. Every task or organizing peace must spur us to further 
efforts, Every delay or defeat must call forth fresh reserve, stubborn and 


relentless energy. 


“We are faced with a situation that makes it neccssary to go down to 


fundamentals. We must think things out afresh. 


We must search our own 


hearts and consciences. We must take our stand and tell the world where we 
stand. The withdrawal of Germany makes it necessary to ask ourselves what 


it is we are trying to do in Geneva. 


“What is the enterprise to which the civilized world has been committed 
since humanity emerged from the greatest and most terrible war in history? 
The answer is we are endeavoring to organize peace.” 

The enterprise was not confined to members of the League, he went on, 
but the League was the core and the basis of a collective peace system. ‘So 
long as each nation is the judge of its own rights to free arms and uses its 
arms as it sees fit, war is inevitable. However just its cause or good its inten-' 
tions, no government can be trusted to remain loyal to the cause of peace if 
it flouts the collective peace system to which the world is now pledged. A 
country which rejects that system, whatever its intentions is inevitably en- 
couraging its citizens to regard war as legitimate and inevitable.” 

Mr. Henderson's message calls for a re-affirmation by Canada of its un- 
swerving loyalty to the League of Nations, of its determination to prevent 


war to the last ounce of its strength, 
manifestations.

Closed National Economies 

“There seem to be real signs the 
depression is gradually lifting,’ reads 
a cheering report présented to the 
deague of Nations committee on 
economic and financial questions. 

“In industrial’ countries,” said the 
report, “production is increasing and 
unemployment is diminishing, while 
in the aggregate the exports of coun- 
tries whose economy is mainly devot- 
ed to agriculture and mining are grad- 
ually improved. 

“At the same time visible stocks of 
the great majority of raw materials 
and foodstuffs about which informa- 


tion is available would appear to be 
declining.” 
But the report adds warningly, 


“The point has again been made with- 
in the League of Nations that there} 
can be no lasting tmprovement of the 
economic situation unless the differ- 
ent countries are prepared to aban- 
ion the system of closed national 
economies which are tending today to 
become general, and which threaten 
to stifle international trade.” 

The report was presented by Au- 
guste Schmidt, Esthonian Minister to 
Rome.
